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Go vern o r Dewey's With d rawal 
Contrary to first impression, Governor De­ 
wey’s announcement th at h e won’t seek th e Re­ 
publican presidential nomination again is more 
th an a formality 
Th ough it’s unlikel> th at a man defeated in 
two successive presidential campaigns would be 
given a th ird nomination by a Republican con­ 
vention, it’s possible h e migh t capture a th ird 
nomination by superior political strategy.

Dewey’s “team” of political experts managed to 
do th at very th ing twice—in 1944 and 1948. In 
1940, th e same kind of teamwork h ad won a 
presidential nomination for Wendell Willkie. 
It 
was superior skill in convention politics wh ich 
won th e Democratic nomination for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 1932. Harry Truman owes h is pre­ 
sent position to skillful manipulation of th e Demo­ 
cratic convention in 1948; th ere was noth ing spon­ 
taneous about h is nomination.

Governor Dewey’s 
announcement th at h e no longer is interested in 
th e game means th at th e most effectual personal 
organization inside th e Republican party during 
th e last 10 years is breaking up.

A Ch o ice o f Necks 
One of th e im portant differences between col­ 
lectivized and individualized society is th e cost 
of a bad decision. 
In a society wh ich preserves th e individual’s 
righ ts against th e assumed righ ts of th e state, bad 
decisions affect only a few persons. Due to th e 
fact th at bad decisions are always being offset 
by good ones, furth erm ore, th ere’s no such th ing 
as a bad decision wh ich can’t be recalled, set 
aside, or simply ch arged off to mental error. 
But in a society wh ich aims to make th e state 
dominate th e lives of th e people, bad decisions 
automatically and instantaneously affect every­ 
body.

A committee of Japanese war lords makes a bad 
decision and ruins th e Japanese empire. A Rus­ 
sian dictator decides to exterm inate land-owning 
farmers and centuries later h is country will be 
h eld responsible for th e wanton slaugh ter of in­ 
nocent people. An obscure functionary in Wash ­ 
ington, D. C„ tries unsuccessfully to manipulate 
economic destiny with th e power of th e public 
purse and every man woman and ch ild in th e 
United States must make up th e losses. 
Th e case for socialization rests on th e premise 
th at a few dozen politicians are sm arter th an all 
th e rest of th e people Th ey aren’t. Th ey never 
h ave been; th ey never will be.

Contrary to first imp ression, Governor De­ 
wey ’s announcement that he won’t seek the Re­ 
p ublican p residential nomination again is more 
than a formality . 
Though it’s unlikel> that a man defeated in 
two successive p residential camp aigns would be 
given a third nomination by a Rep ublican con­ 
vention, it’s p ossible he might cap ture a third 
nomination by sup erior p olitical strategy . 
Mr. 
Dewey ’s “team” of p olitical ex p erts managed to 
do that very thing twice—in 19 44 and 19 48. In 
19 40, the same kind of teamwork had won a 
p residential nomination for Wendell Willkie. 
It 
was sup erior skill in convention p olitics which 
won the Democratic nomination for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in 19 32. Harry Truman owes his p re­ 
sent p osition to skillful manip ulation of the Demo­ 
cratic convention in 19 48; there was nothing sp on­ 
taneous about his nomination. And as for the 
odds against Mr. Dewey ’s winning of a third no­ 
ir nation after two unsuccessful tries, William 
Jennings Bry an did it then managed to dictate 
the naming of Woodrow Wilson as his successor. 
Presidents and p residential candidates aren’t 
born; they ’re made. And with few ex cep tions, 
they aren’t chosen; they make it imp ossible of 
their comp etitors to be chosen. Governor Dewey ’s 
announcement that he no longer is interested in 
the game means that the most effectual p ersonal 
organization inside the Rep ublican p arty during 
the last 10 y ears is breaking up . 


A Ch o ice o f Necks 
One of the im p ortant differences between col­ 
lectivized and individualized society is the cost 
of a bad decision. 
In a society which p reserves the individual’s 
rights against the assumed rights of the state, bad 
decisions affect only a few p ersons. Due to the 
fact that bad decisions are alway s being offset 
by good ones, furtherm ore, there’s no such thing 
as a bad decision which can’t be recalled, set 
aside, or simp ly charged off to mental error. 
But in a society which aims to make the state 
dominate the lives of the p eop le, bad decisions 
automatically and instantaneously affect every ­ 
body . When the blow of recrimination falls,, it 
falls on the neck of the general p ublic. Adolp h 
H itler gets slap -hap p y about astrology , makes 
some bad decisions and loses a war for Germany . 
A committee of Jap anese war lords makes a bad 
decision and ruins the Jap anese emp ire. A Rus­ 
sian dictator decides to ex terminate land-owning 
farm ers and centuries later his country will be 
held resp onsible for the wanton slaughter of in­ 
nocent p eop le. An obscure functionary in Wash­ 
ington, D. C., tries unsuccessfully to manip ulate 
economic destiny with the p ower of the p ublic 
p urse and every man woman and child in the 
United States must make up the losses. 
The case for socialization rests on the p remise 
that a few dozen p oliticians are sm arter than all 
the rest of the p e- ’e They aren’t. They never 
have been; they never will be. 


An Obvio us Clu e 
Widesp read interest in efforts to learn who 
shot at W alter and Victor Reuther and more re­ 
cently tried to bomb U.A.M. headquarters in De­ 
troit is understandable. 
Ever since the international Communist con­ 
sp iracy moved in on John L. Lewis to help him 
organize the C.I.O.—on his own invitation—a 
wave of labor violence has been in the making. 
Occasionally , it has materialized. 
The Reuther brothers are in the thick of the 
fight to p ry the Communists loose from the C.I.O. 
Their union, the U.A M., has been one of the vocal 
p oints of Communist intrigue. It has been house- 
cleaned, as has the C.I.O., itself after a fashion, 


but Communists don’t get housecleaned without 
a struggle. 
No one ever dreamed that the consp irators who 
p lanned to overthrow the United States by getting 
control of labor unions and using their members 
as shock troop s would go p eaceably when their 
welcome was worn out And certainly the Reu­ 
ther brothers, having escap ed death by narrow 
margins, must have a fair idea who wanted them 
out of the war. 
Whoever it was must have had 
something to gain, or must have lost something 
very substantial. 
A country which has watched sitdown strikes 
ir. Detroit, which has watched the whole dreary 
p rogress of the Communist consp iracy in the 
guise of bona fide labor unionism and which now 
is sup p osed to believe that every thing is under 
control isn’t likely to believe the 
FBI has joined 
the m an-hunt in Detroit because nothing more is 
involved than a maniac on a lethal p rowl. When 
violence breaks out in union circles in the United 
States, “Chercez les Commies.’- They won’t be 
far away .

LaMotfa's Crown 
Shaking In New 
York 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30—(AP)— 
The day of the dual middleweight 
championship may be on the way 
back. 
Jake La Motta isn’t keen about 
meeting the Feb. 1 deadline set 
up yesterday by the New \rork 
Boxing commission for him to 
sign for a March defense. The 
“Bronx Bull” says he won’t be 
ready until June. 
Chairman Eddie Eagan of the 
New York commission won’t wait 
until June. If Jake doesn’t sign 
up by Feb. 1, he’ll declare the 
title vacated and set up a tourna­ 
ment among the four 
leading 
challengers. He didn’t name the 
contenders. 
That leaves the door open for 
Jake to be stripped of his New 
York title, but still retain it in 
the National Boxing Association 
states which do not always co­ 
operate with the New York com­ 
mission. 
Abe Greene, of Paterson, N. J., 
commissioner of the NBA, says 
he won’t make any announce­ 
ment on the NBA’s stand until 
all members have had a chance 
to read a letter stating La Motta’s 
intentions.

Bu t 
they ex pressed dou bt that the 
necessary engine changes cou ld 
hav e been made in the relativ ely 
short time since the plane was 
reported to hav e flown 9 6 4 miles 
an hou r. 
That flight in ex cess of 
the 
speed of sou nd—which is abou t 
6 6 3 miles an hou r at high alti­ 
tu de—was made while the X-1 
cou ld stay aloft only two m in­ 
u tes. 
It was still pick ing u p 
speed when its fu el ran ou t. New 
tu rbine fu el pu mps will boost its 
fly ing time to fou r minu tes. 
The plane glides to a power­ 
less landing after each flight.
